4 Companies Assist Gettysburg Firemen 
In 5-Hour Fight of Biggest Blaze in IO Years 


W hile IO occupants of upstairs apartments lied in their nightclothes 
and ha refeet, fire which had been discovered about 5 o’clock this morning 
spread through the lower section and walls of the Milton C. Plank store 
and apartment building on Baltimore street near center square. 
The blaze, which poured clouds of smoke through basement openings 
ami into the upper sections of the building, stub­ 
bornly resisted the efforts of firemen. 
Unseen by most of the firemen for hours be­ 
cause of the clouds of dense smoke, the Haines 
destroyed the A. and P. and F. VV. Woolworth 
companies’ storerooms and their stocks; caused 
heavy smoke damage to the stock of the Harris’ 
brothers clothing store which adjoins on the 
south, and damaged five second and third floor 
apartments in the Plank building to varying 
degrees. 
Fight Blaze 5 Hours 
G ettysburg firemen battled the blaze for five hours with the 
assistance of companies from McSherrystown, ( ashtown, 
Arendtsville and Hanover while trucks trom V ork Springs 
and Bonneauville stood by in case of additional need. 
Damage by the blaze, the most disastrous fire in G ettys­ 
burg in IO years, has been placed conservatively at about 
$65,000. 
The damaged stocks in the three store rooms and 
the building itself are insured. 
More accurate figures on the 
exact loss awaited inspection by insurance adjusters. 
FireC hief James A. Aumen said that he believes the fire orig­ 
inated in the front section of the basem ent under th 
P. storeroom where fuse and electric switch boxes are located.

Palmer Rouses Occupants 
Tile fire was discovered at about 
5:05 o’clock by Victor "Swifty" Pal­ 
mer, local green grocery trucker, and 
Frank M McKenney, manager of a 
Carlisle street circulation office of a 
W ashington newspaper.

Firemen who had been standing 
at the entrance to the stores guid­ 
ing hose nozzles were ordered back 
to the opposite side of the street and 
the crowd that had gathered on the 
pavement in front of the G C Mur­ 
phy building was cleared away out 
of the danger zone.
